Mr. Justle® R oberts of the U n it­ 
ed States S uprem e Court, in a re ­ 
cent decision, m ade the follow ing 
statem ent:

Equally fundam ental with the p ri­ 
vate right is th a t of the public 
to regulate it in the common in ­ 
terest. . . . T he C onstitution does 
not 
g uarantee

or to conduct it as one p le a s e s ... 
the right to conduct a business or 
to pursue a calling may be con­ 
ditional. . . . So far as the r e ­ 
quirem ent of due process is co n ­ 
cerned, as in th e absence of o th er 
constitutional restrictions, a sta te 
is free to ad o p t whatever econom ic 
policy m ay reasonably be deem ed 
to promote public welfare."
